Funeral of John Barleycorn * 

John Barleycorn was olllcially 
buried Monday at the Fore iver 
and • the funeral was attended hy 
Impressive ceremonies. Just after 
tli q whistles blew for the lunch 
hour the thousands of workmen 
formed in line, and a small black 
casket marked "John Barleycorn, 
died June 30, 1010,” was brought 
out from the carpenters’ shop and 
placed on a truck which had been 
converted into a makeshift hearse. 

Then preceded by the Fore Kiver 
Band playing dirges, the employees 
of the yard began a slow march 
to the edge of the fitting-out dock, 
Where “ie casket was thrown over¬ 
board. As it was heavily weighed 
it sank directly, and no doubt soon 
became inbedded deeply in the dock 
mud at the bottom, ‘‘Taps” ^’as 
then sounded by the band bugler. 
As tlie casket went overboard and 
tlie final funereal words were spoken 
a wag in the crowd cried out: 
We'll meet your spirit In Boston 
tqnight!"

De Noallles marched afoot the whole 
756 miles from Newport to Yorktown. 
Young Saint-Simon, Qlosen, Chnstel- 
lux, a brother of Mlrabeau, a brother 
of Talleyrand, Barms, later Director 
Barras, und many other enthusiasts 
for liberty were In the expedition. 
They understood Americans. Equality 
was the particular American trait 
which Impressed them most, and this 
Idea was Imported by them from 
America Into France. 

Itochambeau placed himself nnd his 
army under the command of Washing¬ 
ton. The ragged Americans always 
had the right of the line. In cuse of 
equality of rank, the American officer 
always took command. Not so much 
ns n cabbage was taken without pay¬ 
ment. Before Yorktown the Ameri¬ 
cans were not skilled In siege opera¬ 
tions, and Washington gratefully ac¬ 
knowledged the service of the French 
engineers. The French fleet closed the 
river, nnd the surrender came. With¬ 
out that French help we tremble to 
think what might have happened. 

Fired Lafayette’s Ardor. 

Toward the close of the year 1776, 
the duke of Cumberland, who was the 
brother of King George III of F.ngland, 
was traveling In France, nnd one duy 
he arrived at the town of Metz, then a 
French possession. A certain count De 
Broglie, n veteran of many buttles, 
was In command of the garrison, and, 
to do honor to his distinguished visitor, 
he invited some of his officers to meet 
him ut dinner. Now It happened that 
the duke of Cumberland was in dis¬ 
favor with his royal brother—he wah, 
in fact. In banishment He had lately 
received news that certain of his 
rnujesty's colonies in America had re¬ 
belled and declared themselves free, 
dec-lining to be subject any longer to a 
tyrannical king. It would seem that 
the duke of Cumberland told the story 
with some gusto, as if he were not al¬ 
together sorry that his brother was In 
trouble. One officer listened with par¬ 
ticular attention. He wus u youth of 
nineteen, tnll and thin, with u long 
nose nnd reddish hair. His solemn ex¬ 
pression und ills sornewiiat awkward 
manner contrasted strongly with Jhe 
frivolous euse and gruce of the other 
I young officers present. He was a raar- 
I quis of long descent, connected by 
marringe with one of the greatest 


ington In July, he fought nt the battle 
of Brandywine in September and re¬ 
ceived an ugly wound. Soon again la 
the saddle, he went through muny vi¬ 
cissitudes und prlvntlons with Wash¬ 
ington at Valley Forge, Ills crowning 
exploit being the forcing of the retreat 
of Lord Cornwallis, leading to his sur¬ 
render at Yorktown, In 1781. Although 
Washington und other famous Ameri¬ 
can generals hnd joined him previous 
to the surrender, Lnfayette, with a 
small force, had Initiated the rout of 
Cornwallis nt the battle of Albemarle. 
That the highest credit was due to La¬ 
fayette Is shown by the fact that 
Washington wnrmly thanked and com¬ 
plimented him In the presence of tho 
troops, after the great surrender which 
pructlcully ended the war.

Maxing Gas From W~*d. 
Experiments on wood ns psrt substi¬ 
tute for coal la gas making have been 
carried out ia France. The wood used 
waa sea pine In the form of billets cut 
from the middle of the trunk. Tho 
charge of the wood was about half tho 
weight of that of coal, and carbonisa¬ 
tion occupied half the usual time. 
When rnnnlng one retort with wood to 
•very two with coal, no appreciable 
difference In the -eloriflc power of tho 
gas was noted. Of the two by-products 
—small coke and tar—the format 
amounted to 5 to 10 per cent.

OIL CRANK-PINS 
OF AUTO ENGINE 

Chief Reason Why Bearings Wear 
Fast is 1 hat They Are Not 
Lubricated Properly. 


GOOD SYSTEM IS DESCRIBED 


Has Given Excellent Results and Elim¬ 
inated Most of Connecting-Rod 
Bearing Trouble—Study In- 
terlor of Engine. 

The adjustment of the connecting 
rod bearings is one of the most com¬ 
mon repair jobs on an automobile cu- 
glue. Probably the chief reason why 
these bearings wear faster thun the 
others la that they are not lubricated 
properly under all conditions. The 
system described below has given very 
good results and has almost elimi¬ 
nated connecting-rod hearing trouble. 

Most of the oil delivered to the main 
heuriugs escupea the ends and llows 
along the crank webs, and is finally 
thrown off by centrifugal force. If 
sniull scuppers are placed at the ends 
of the crank-pins this oil will he 
caught and may he carried through 
the pin to the hearing. 

In the right-hand Illustration one 
throw of the crank-shaft Is shown 
with the scupper In pluce. The oil 
leads are Indicated hy dotted lines. 
The rudlul hole should he drilled first, 
and should extend to the center of the 
pin. Then u hole should he drilled 
through tho center of the pin until 


Connecting-Rod Bearing Adjustment is 
One of the Most Common Yet Com¬ 
plicated Jobs About the Automo¬ 
bile Engine. 

It connects with the radial hole. The 
smallest drills possible should be 
used; probably an %-In. radial bole 
and a 3/10-in. lead will work out best 
In the average engine. In very large 
engines a slightly larger bole would 
probably give better results. In a 
case where the crank-plua are hollow, 
the scupper placed over each end and 
over the radial bole la all that will be 
necessary. 

The other Illustration shows a de¬ 
sign for a scupper that la weU adapted 


to most ernnk-shafts. Sketch A shows 
the layout or pattern, B shows a side 
view, nnd C nn end view. Sheet brass 
or copper should be used. The end of 
the shuft should he smoothed slightly, 
and then the scupper riveted or 
brazed in place. The crank-shafts are 
carefully balanced in high-speed 
motors, so care should be used not to 
change the balance any more than 
necessary. 

Before installing such a system a 
enreful Inspection should be inude, to 
make sure thnt there Is room for the 
scuppers at all places as the shaft re¬ 
volves. Great care should be exer¬ 
cised In laying out this work, as the 
crank-shaft could easily be damaged, 
and in a Job of this sort mlstukes are 
very costly, usually necessitating the 
purchase of new parts. A study of 
the cuglne's Interior Is essential to 
every amateur motorist.—S. E. Gibbs 
In Popular Science Monthly. 

SUCCESS OF RURAL ROUTES 

Important Factors Which Must Be 
Given Consideration in Motor 
Transportation. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

There are four Important factors 
which must he given consideration hy 
the beginner In the field of rural mo¬ 
tor transportation. These four fac¬ 
tors are: (1) The volume of form 
products produced along tho contem¬ 
plated route; (2) the volume of mis¬ 
cellaneous hauling which could he se¬ 
cured to supplement regular loads; (3) 
competition from other carriers which 
would he encountered; (4) the charac¬ 
ter of the highways over which the 
trucks must run. It may safely be 
said that the features mentioned 
ubove will ultimately determine the 
success or failure of uny rural route. 

APPLYING ANTI-SKID CHAINS 

Work Must Bo Performed 8o as to 
Avoid Clinking of Loose Chains 
Against Fender. 

Anti-skid chains must not be applied 
tightly to the tires, as so many cur 
owners do to ellmtuute the clinking of 
the loose chain against the fender. 
Tight chains cut the tire badly. Fur¬ 
ther. the chains should be inspected at 
frequent Intervals and any cross links 
that have become worn or have de¬ 
veloped sharpness should he replaced.

if Satisfactory Collection and Delivery

TREES AND SHRUBS FOR PARK 


Those That Produce Colored Frulta 
8hould Always Be Given Prefer* 
ence, for Many Reaoono.

The guiding principle in park plan¬ 
ning should be beauty, but It should 
not be a temporary or one-seasonal 
beauty. Hence It follows that shrubs 
and trees which produce colored fruits, 
and retain them for long periods, are 
preferable to plants whose chief deco¬ 
rative contribution Is a short burst 
of bloom. Such shrubs are hand¬ 
somer at all times after flowering and 
are particularly valuable in winter 
when every hit of color in the land¬ 
scape is precious. They are valua¬ 
ble moreover in supplying bird food. 

A few suggestions ns to the use of 
fruit-producing plants are not out of 
place. The ideal American park is 
natural woodland, modified and embel¬ 
lished. or a planting that follows nat¬ 
ural lines. Informal treatment Is al¬ 
most universally preferred to formal. 
From the standpaint of bird attraction 
this is fortunate, since clipping shrubs 
either prevents or reduces the pro¬ 
duction of fruit and causes the plants 
to form such solid and dense sur¬ 
faces that they are uninviting to 
birds.

We ure all agreed that dust, dirt, 
garbage and other rubbish should be 
kept ns far as possible from the dwell¬ 
ing bouse, yet It Is surprising how often 
we find the rubbish receptacle as close 
as possible to the doors nnd windows of 
the house. It is to be regretted that In 
so many towns these receptacles are 
open wood boxes, palls or old baths.

(5 per cent (approximate) hams, bacon, etc., 
in process of curing. It takes 30 to 90 
days in pickle or salt to complete the 
process. 

10 per cent is frozen pork that is to be cured 
later in the year. 

6 per cent is lard. This is only four-fifths 
of a pound per capita, and much of it will 
have to go to supply European needs. 

19 per cent is frozen beef and lamb, part of 
which is owned by the Government and 
was intended chiefly for over-seas ship¬ 
ment. If this were ail diverted to domes¬ 
tic trade channels, it would be only 
l l /2 lbs. per capita—a 3 days’ supply.

of the deep agony of which it is 
not easy for us, removed from if 
by two hundred years of time, (o 
form even a dim conception. 

1 shall not pause to dilate upon 
i r here, though, in a far less degree, 
it is true, than many of her sister 
settlements, Weymouth then tasted 
tlie horrors of savage wartare. 
Women were slaughtered and liouses 
burned within her limits, and the 
losses she sustained were sufficient¬ 
ly severe to induce th e General 
Court to allow the abatement of a 
portion of her tax.

In his “Four Years In the White 
North,” Donald B. MacMillan writes 
the following appreciative passage, 
with Its tribute to craftsmunship and 
orderliness: 

"It Is u pleasure to see an Eskimo 
cut and bundle snow. One cannot but 
admire the skill and dexterity with 
which he cuts on the surface, creaks 
It out with his toe, lays it up on the 
wall, bevels the edges, und thumps 
it into place with his hand. I wonder 
if there ure any other people in the 
world who attempt to build an arch 
or dome without support? Starting 
from the ground in u spiral from 
right to left, the blocks mount high¬ 
er und higher, ever assuming a more 
horizontal position, until the last two 
or three appeur to hang In the air, 
the lust block locking the whole struc¬ 
ture. 

"Entering a newly constructed Igloo 
seems like u vision of fulrylund, the 
light tittering through the snow a beau¬ 
tiful ethereul blue; everything—the 
bed, the two side platforms, the wall— 
absolutely spotless.” 


Inquisitive Bird. 

Some birds are awfully curious and 
wuut to know what Is going on. So if 
they see a human being In their neigh¬ 
borhood they will come close to Inves¬ 
tigate and perhups to scold, and oue 
of these birds Is the Kentucky warbler, 
says the American Forestry associa¬ 
tion, Washington. This bird bus a pref¬ 
erence for woods which are low and 
damp and ordinarily keep well within 
the depths of tangled thickets. The 
warbler, which ruuges throughout the 
eastern United States, spends its win¬ 
ter in northern South America. 


ON THE LAND 


The Farmerette in Real Life. 

One of the lending agricultural au¬ 
thorities of Orent Britain, Sir A. I>. 
Hall, writing of tho position of women 
In agriculture, snys thnt the war cre¬ 
ated a new situation nnd large num¬ 
bers of women have gone to work cul¬ 
tivating the lnnd nnd hnve taken their 
share In normal farming nowadays In 
Orent Britain. 

Sir A. D. Hall states that many of 
these women who took up farm work 
In order to free men for war service 
find the life so congenial and so full 
of promise thnt they are determined 
to make n career of fanning, nnd the 
problem Is Ijow to provide them with 
that career In view of the fact that 
the majority of them hnve little or no 
capital, nnd thnt farming, like any 
other business, cannot be entered upon 
without the expenditure of a certain 
•mount of capital. 

He also points out the difficulty of 
securing farm land in Englnnd today. 

Tho disabilities thnt women fnrmers 
In the older countries labor under do 
not npply to New South Wales for va¬ 
rious rensons. 

In the first place there Is no scarcity 
of farm lnnd under tho Stnto Govern¬ 
ment’s policy of closer settlement, 
whereby most of the big holdings hnve 
been cut up nnd thrown open for 
small purchasers. 

In the second place the Government 
encourages the settler by making ad¬ 
vances townrd tho purchase money 
nnd by other financial concessions, 
and, thirdly, n well-equipped Govern¬ 
ment training farm for women is es¬ 
tablished in the heart of the State, the 
Cowra district, about 220 miles from 
Sydney. 

At this farm students go through n 
general course of farming which In¬ 
cludes plowing nnd pig-raising, as well 
ns the more feminine arts of bee-keep¬ 
ing, vegetable-growing, horticulture 
and dairying, and when they have 
graduated they are fully qualified to 
run farms of their own, nnd It Is to 
he noted thut most of them do uequlre 
farms, In preference to working on the 
farms of others. 

Some of the girls who served their 
apprenticeship nt the Cowra farm nre 
going Into business in real earnest 
with a certainty of good livings nnd 
the prospect, given good seasons, of 
making substantial fortunes. 

Two of these students are settled 
on nn orchard in tho Nararn Valley, 
near Gosford, n picturesquely fertile 
portion of the State about 50 miles 
from the metropolis. . One of them Is 
n war widow who Is bravely facing 
the future with her hand literally on 
the plow. Both women cun lmndle 
horses like a man and one of these 
pioneers, In riding-breeches and coat, 
did a turn of horsemanship at tho local 
show recently which brought out the 
superlative masculine praise summed 
up in this comment nt the ringside, 
“She’s been on a horse before.” 

The orelmrd run by these farmer¬ 
ettes consists of 15 acres, mostly un¬ 
der citrus fruits and vegetables. A 
little creek runs through the property 
fringed with the brush which Is so 
picturesque In that district. Vegetable 
and fodder crops are raised near the 
creek, a little gus engine making irri¬ 
gation possible. Some of the vege¬ 
tables are sold locally which saves 
freight, and regular consignments are 
sent to Newcastle by rail, 50 miles dis¬ 
tant, nnd nt the Gosford Show of 1918 
a large vegetable exhibit from the Na- 
rara furm took first prize. 

In addition to fruit and vegetable 
growing these fnrmers keep a few 
pigs, which are fed upou the waste 
vegetables and windfall fruit, so noth¬ 
ing Is unused nnd the pigs fed In this 
way bring a high price In the market. 

At their work the fnrmcrettes may 
not be as alluringly clad as are their 
prototyiies in modern musleul come¬ 
dies who flit around the hnyfleld In 
coquettlshly short costumes und up¬ 
turned hats, hut they ure by no ineuns 
unpleturesque In their businesslike 
bloomers smock blouses und wide- 
brimmed hats, and they are healthy 
and lmppy-looking women. 

They can plow all day, milk cows, 
do carpentry jobs und anything else 
about a farm that a man can, and 
what is worth mentioning In this neu¬ 
rotic age, have forgotten the meuning 
of nerves. 

One of the fanners was u profes¬ 
sional singer before she went to study 
farming; now she only “sings as the 
linnet sings, heouuse she must,” for 
sheer contentment with a pleasant, 
healthful career which promises a fu¬ 
ture of boundless prosperity.—Adv.

His 
weatherbeaten hide is impervious to 
the criticisms that have been showered 
on his head by writers during the last 
two or three years—kind criticism, 
sure enough—but the kind that carries 
predictions which tell fandom that a 
player is through—and Cravath isn’t 
through yet. 


One by one the great sluggers who 
have blazed a trail of hits across the 
baseball horizon for the last ten or 
fifteen years tire passing along. 

Hitters like Hans Wagner and Sam 
Crawford, for instance, are few and 
far between these days, but there are 
still a few of the veteran larrupers fac¬ 
ing major league pitchers today, and 
one of the most picturesque of tho lot 
is “Cactus” Cravath. 

The “Old Cactus' has been playing 
hall actively for sixteen years, and the 
ravages of time have long since begun 
tt» show, for Cravath's legs today re¬ 
fuse to carry him around the gardens 
ns they once did, anti there are a few 
sprinkles of silver on his temples. 

Cravath 37 Years Old.

the ‘therefore’.” 

RESOLUTION. 

W'JCKRJiAS, we believe that the 
United Slates should now enter the 
League of Nations in order to pro¬ 
mote international co-operation and 
to acliotve international peace and 
security; and 

WHEREAS, the Peace Conference 
at Paris, at its tirst session, recog- I 
nized the necessity of making the 
League of Nations the basis of the 
treaty of peace, and has shaped the 
whole tiealy on the assumption that 
this League of Nations will be 
formed; and 

WHEREAS, the tirst draft of the 
Covenant of the League of Nations 
was submitted for world-wide dis¬ 
cussion and, in the light of such i 
discussion, has bt. n largely mended , 
to meet suggestions made by Amer- | 
lean statesmen; and 

WHEREAS, ui..plc provision is 
made in the present Covenant for 
such future amendments as provi 
desirable; and 

•WHEREAS, a nation which failo 
to secure satisfactory conditions is 
at liberty at any time to give two 
years’ notice of withdrawal; and 

WHEREAS, (lie perfected Covenant 
has already become an essential part 
of the peace tteaty with Germany, and 
cannot be further amended at this 
time without jeopardizing the whole 
peace treaty, and inviting .the spread 
of international anarchy, 

NOW. THEREFORE, we ecnestly 
urge that the United States Senate, 
without unreasonable delay, ratify 
the tieaty of peace when it shall be 
submitted for ratifLation, and thereby 
secure the maintenance of world 
peace, which is the great end for 
which we fought the war, and with¬ 
out the attainment of which all our 
sacrifices of blood and treasure will 
have been in vain.

All four urged that (1) the Monr< 
Doctrine be specifieially recognize. 
(2) domestic questions be reserved 
from the jurisdiction of the League i 
and (3) secession be permitted. 

Messrs. Taft, Lodge, and llugh< : 
suggested that (1) the language r. 
the Covenant be revised, and (2) thi 
C ouncil should act by uuanimou 
vote. 

Mr. Root proposed that (1) justici¬ 
able questions be referred to arbitra 
tion, (2) they be defined, (3) provi¬ 
sion be made for a general conference 
to formulate international law, (4) 
any nation may be relieved of its 
obligation to guarantee independence 
of League members after five years 
(6) the League shall have full powers 
to inspect armaments, and (6) the 
Covenant shall be revised at the end 
of five or ten years. 

Mr. Hughes advised that (1) no na- 
tipn shall be a mandatory without its 
consent, and (2) the provision for the 
guarantee of the Independence ot 
the League members as against ex 
ternal aggression be entirely stricken 
out. 

A comparison of the tentative draft 
of February 14 with the revised draft 
of April 28 shows that the Conference 
has adopted in toto the three sugges¬ 
tions in which the four distinguished 
Republicans concur as well as the two 
recommendations in which Messrs.

STREET RAILWAY FARES 

The Public Trustees of the East¬ 
ern .Massachusetts Street Railway j 
Comp:, y voted June 27 to .with¬ 
draw on July 1 the seven cent, 
tickets and tokens from the Bay 
State system. 

On and after that date the in¬ 
itial fare north and south of Boston 
will be ten cents as it has been 
since January for a single cash 
fare. 

The seven cent tickets and tokens 
will not he accepted after June 
30, but thereafter will lie redeemed 
at seven cents each at any office 
of the company. 

The Public Trustees took ,possess- 
ion of the property June 1. An 
estimate of th e earnings and ex¬ 
penses for the month indicates a 
deficit of approximately $300,000. 
Nothing was earned toward inter¬ 
est charges, or the principal of 
the State guaranteed bonds. 

Steps have been taken by the 
Public Trustees to sustantially 
reduce the management expenses 
throughout the system. Notwith¬ 
standing these enonomies, neither 
an eight cent or a nine cent fare 
would produce enough revenue to 
meet the cost ot service, as pro¬ 
vided by law, or even the Interest 
I charges, which must he met if the 
company is to remain solvent.

EMERGENCY LAW IN EFFECT 


president Returns Home to Take Up 
Fight for League of Nations—Sena¬ 
tor Borah Charges That Wall 

Street Is Financing League of 
Nations Propaganda—British 
Dirigible R-34 Meet* With 
Disaster When Near End 
of Voyage. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The United States has luunched the 
great experimcnL Just after the 
treaty was signed that nominally 
Drought the war to an end, our war¬ 
time emergency prohibition act went 
.nto effect and the entire country be¬ 
came officially ‘‘bone dry.” Presuma- 
oly demobilization will be completed 
within two mouths or so, and there 
tvlU be a “wet spell” at least In some 
Itates until the constitutional umend- 
(uent goes Into effect on January 16. 

At present there Is considerable con¬ 
fusion concerning the scope and the 
enforcement of the emergency law. A 
federal court has ruled In favor of 
Deer and wine containing not to ex¬ 
ceed 2% per cent of alcohol and In 
many localities the dealers are taking 
s chance and dispensing those drinks. 
In most states the old and new laws 
an prohibition prevent even this. In 
*uy case the manufacture and sule of 
nil drinks with the greater alcoholic 
tontent are barred and Attorney Gen- 
rrnl Palmer has ordered rigid enforce¬ 
ment of the law relating to them. 

The “wets" have been making a 
(ame hut losing fight, and the “drys" 
have refused to yield at any point. 
The forces of the lutter in congress 
*re planning to pass measures to pre¬ 
rent the country from going on a 
whisky-drinking basis between the 
lime of demobilization and January 16, 
And to put a stop to the sale of weak 
beer and light wines at once, regard- 
•ess of court rulings. 

Though the United States Is now the 
only "dry” country, there may he an¬ 
other before very long, for the United 
Kingdom alliance, encouraged by the 
/ucccks of the American prohibitionists, 
Sas opened a cainpulgn to put Greut 
Britain on the same basis. American 
methods will be followed and Ameri¬ 
can speakers Imported. London corre- 
ipondents predict thut to deprive the 
Britisher of his ale, porter und beer 
would utmost precipitate a revolution. 
British labor is against prohibition, 
out so is American labor; and it may 
he that John Bull will in the not dis¬ 
tant future be reduced to drinking 
'‘lemon squashes" and “minerals." The 
world will watch the American experi¬ 
ment. one of the greatest ever made 
in economics, with Intense Interest. 

His greut task abroad completed so 
far as might he. President Wilson has 
returned to his domestic duties. On 
the homeward trip he signed bills and 
read documents and otherwise pre¬ 
pared himself for the contest that con¬ 
fronts him in the United States. The 
goal he has set for himself is the rati¬ 
fication by the senate of the peace 
treaty, Including the covenant of the 
League of Nations. Victory will not 
,'ome easily, though It probably will 
come, maybe after the covenant has 
been amended to meet the objections 
aow made by a considerable number 
it senators. Those who are against 
the league in any form are very few, 
out stubborn. If Mr. Wilson is equal¬ 
ly stubborn, the whole matter is likely 
to become a purtlsan issue despite the 
efforts of many party leaders to pre¬ 
vent this. It Is intimated that. If the 
Senate makes evident Its Intention to 
refust* to ratify, the president will 
withhold the treaty for the time being, 
and that would at once make it an out- 
and-out party question. There Is pre 
gedent for such u course. 

If the issue la put up to the people 


to decide, they hnve had plain warn¬ 
ing that. In case the United States 
becomes a member of the League of 
Nations, it will be called on soon to 
begin assuming international duties 
and responsibilities. Dispatches frofn 
Paris say President Wilson will pro¬ 
pose to congress the acceptance of a 
mnndate for Constantinople and for 
Armenia. 

Senator Borah, rampant opponent of 
the league, broke out in a new place 
lust week, with charges that the propa¬ 
ganda of the league to enforce peace, 
hemded by ex-I’resldent Taft, Is 
financed by Wall street, Mr. Taft's or¬ 
ganization glories In the fact that most 
of Its financial support comes from 
men of big business and broad vision. 

“It may be,” said Senator Borah, 
“that the occasion for the opposition 
upon the part of small men Is not a 
limitation of vision; It mny possibly 
be that their Investments are not the 
same and their interests are not the 
sume. 

"It may be that they are confining 
themselves to the Interests of their 
own country and believe In the tradi¬ 
tions and policies of their country, and 
It may possibly be that those who 
take a wider view of the matter are 
those who have large investments in 
other countries, and who propose to 
have more Investments there, which In¬ 
vestments will be worth very little un¬ 
less they are underwritten by the Unit¬ 
ed States government." 

It is not easy to see why American 
business men should be criticized be¬ 
cause they wish to see peace perma¬ 
nently established In Europe so that 
they can resume trade ( commerce and 
Industry with the Europeans., An In¬ 
stance of what they are getting ready 
to do Is supplied by the news that 
three great American construction con¬ 
cerns have been awarded a contract 
for the rebuilding of the Nancy district 
of France at an estimated figure of 
$250,000,000, which sum muy be dou¬ 
bled. 

Dispatches from Weimar declared 
that the nutlonal assembly would at 
once tuke up the peace treaty and that 
a majority for Its ratification wus as¬ 
sured. The Germans hud been noti¬ 
fied that the blockade would he lifted 
as soon'as the pact were rutlfied, und 
they expressed the hope that German 
prisoners of war would be released at 
tbe same time. As un earnest of their 
good intentions the Germans ceased all 
warfare on the Poles simultaneously 
for some time and not without a pro- 
sal lies. Released from danger in that 
direction, the Poles turned all their 
attention to the Galiclan-Volhynlan 
front, starting u counter-offensive in 
which they claimed to huve broken 
the Ukrainian resistance and regained 
control of important towns and rull- 
wuys. There is no assurance, how¬ 
ever, thut Germany will not again 
lireuk out on the east front, for accord¬ 
ing to correspondents she bus, since 
the armistice, reorganized an army of 
about 1.000,000 men and gathered 
equipment for three times that num¬ 
ber, including as many alrplunes as 
she hud when site surrendered. Of 
course ail this is contrary to the 
terms Germany accepted, and if the 
stories are true tbe ullies will huve 
to get busy again. The Germans can 
be trusted In one respect, and one 
only. They will evade the treaty If 
It Is possible for them to do so. 

The French foreign office gave out 
the texts of the proposed agreements 
of France with the United States and 
Great Britain designed to protect 
France agulnst unprovoked aggression 
by Germuny. The pacts differ in that 
Great Britain “consents to come" to 
the rescue of Frauee. while the United 
Slates “will be bound to come imme¬ 
diately." 

Various plans are being devised by 
the Germans to save the former kaiser 
' from trial and punishment, Including 
the formation of a national league 
for the “protection of his freedom and 
life." Von Bethmanu-Ilollweg, for¬ 
mer Imperial chancellor, formally 
asked the allied and associated pow¬ 
ers to place him on trial lustead ol 
the former emperor, assuming respon¬ 
sibility for all the acta for which 
William is blamed. Tbe German gen¬ 
eral staff, which resigned, agreed to 
withdraw lta resignations If the gov¬ 
ernment would promise not to give up 
tbe ex-kaiser for arraignment before 
i a court. William U lit no danger of 


his life from the allies, bnt that they 
still purpose to try him for his crimes 
is evidenced by their warning to Hol¬ 
land not to permit him to escape from 
Dutch territory, and by Lloyd George’s 
announcement In the house of com¬ 
mons thnt William will soon be placed 
on trial In London. 

All matters concerning the peace 
treaties are now in the hands of the 
new council of five, comprising Lan¬ 
sing, Pichon, Bnlfour, TtttonI and 
Mnklno. Tlttonl let It be known that 
Italy wished all territory taken from 
Austria to be definitely disposed of 
In the Austrian treaty, which meant 
thnt thnt pact could not be formulated 
for slme time and not without a pro¬ 
tracted debate over the Plume ques¬ 
tion especially. 

The Chinese delegates said they ex¬ 
pected to sign the treaty with Aus¬ 
tria, In which they found nothing ob¬ 
jectionable, and thereby gain admis¬ 
sion to the League of Nations despite 
the withholding of their signatures 
from the German treaty. China prob¬ 
ably will make a separate pence with 
Germany. In refusing to sign the 
German treaty the Chinese delegates 
disobeyed their instructions from 
Peking, being influenced by the south 
China revolutionaries. 

The Turkish delegation to Pari? 
was sent back home In a hurry be¬ 
cause its Ideas concerning the main¬ 
tenance of the Ottoman empire were 
quite contrary to the plans of the ad- 11 
lies. These plans, however, are still 
Inchoate. Greece, which wanted pos¬ 
session of Constantinople and realize* 
that she cannot have It, is urging that 
the United States accept the mandate 
for that city as well as for Armenia, 
but there Is more than a chance that 
the Americans would not agree tt 
this. Meanwhile the Greek forces in 
Asia Minor are fighting three Turkish 
armies over which the government of 
Turkey says It has no control. 

It was predicted in Washington that 
with the return of President Wilson 
there would be a radical change In 
the government’s policy toward Mex¬ 
ico. Senator King of Utah, Democrat 
said the administration would prac¬ 
tically issue an ultimatum to Carran¬ 
za, demanding guarantees for the pro 
tectlon of American lives and prop 
erty in Mexico and hinting at inter¬ 
vention by the United States. Th< 
public has Just learned the facts con 
cernlng the brutal inurdor of John W 
Correll, an American citizen, neat 
Tampico on June 16, and the assauli 
on his wife.

The first ’’bulloon" to cross the At¬ 
lantic, the British dirigible It-34, com¬ 
manded by Major Scott, which wus to 
have arrived ut Roosevelt field, Miu- 
eolu, N. Y., late in the afternoon of 
July 5, came to grief in the Buy of 
Fundy, betwetsu Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick. A United States destroy¬ 
er wus dispatched to her aid from the 
Otter Cliff station at Bar Harbor, Me. 
The airship evidently was following 
the coast line in a southwesterly direct 
J lion toward New York. The dirigible 
started from East Fortune, Scotland, 
at 1:48 on the morning of July 2, and 
[ despite the accident, the achievement 
is considered In uviation circles as a 
I success. The new motor that was in- 
i stulled worked splendidly until uear 
| the end of the voyage, and the crew 
of 23 men. Including one American, 
J had nothing but praise for the conduct 
j of the big airship before that. 

Scores of army uud navy officers 
were at Mlneola to welcome the Brit¬ 
ish flyers, and general sympathy was 
expressed. During tbe voyage the di¬ 
rigible had been In almost constant 
touch, by wireless with ahlps, and, 
nearing the end, with shore stations.

officer of the first corps. Transferred 
to the Meuse-Argonne sector, with sta¬ 
tion nt Oulsy, President Wilson again 
proved his mettle. It was on the 
morning of November 5, the big blue, 
with his leg shot off, arrived at his 
loft. Ills flight, the second on this 
front, was made In 21 minutes, over 
a distance of 20 kilometers. Particu¬ 
larly creditable was the performance of 
President Wilson because of the fact 
that he homed In a heavy rain nnd fog. 
A powerful bird, of wonderful vitality, 
the big blue recovered quickly, and to¬ 
day graces the Hall of Honor of the 
American pigeon service. President 
Wilson is officially designated ns U. S. 
A. 18, 10374, b. c."— Philadelphia Led¬ 
ger. 

Noted Chinese Engineer. 

Jeme TIen-yu, better known among 
Chinese as Chun Tlen-yu, died recent¬ 
ly at Hallow. He was the builder of 
the Peking-Knlgan railway, the only 
purely Chinese railway, and lias held 
many Important posts in connection 
with China's railways and the min 
1stry of communications.

necessary. Pamphlets by the million have been distributed telling these 
men of their rights, first in the hospitals, then under the federal board 
of vocational education act and finally the provisions made for their com¬ 
pensation. 

In spite of these efforts many of these disabled men are still skep¬ 
tical; still think that the government plans to cheat them out of their 
pensions; that since they have become permanently disabled fighting for 
their country this country is simply going to throw them on the scrap 
heap. 

These views are due to an insidious propaganda which consciously 
or otherwise has been spread around. 

A one-armed soldier who had just returned from overseas and was 
in the Greenhut hospital in New York stepped into a drug store while 
out walking. 

“Where’s your artificial arm?” asked the druggist. 

“Haven’t got it yet from the government,” replied the soldier. 

“No, and you never will. That’s all bunk about Uncle Sam giving 
you a hew arm; you better go and buy an Easifit arm for yourself.” 

Three disabled soldiers were talking the other day. One of them 
said: “I rode downtown with a man today in his auto. This fellow 6aid 
there was so much red tape in Washington that us disabled guys wouldn’t 
ever get any pensions. He also said we were fools to believe all that 1 ) 011 ’ 
about being retrained for new jobs. Guess he was right. I’m going to 
get my discharge and go home and try to find a job before they’re all 
gone.” 

Every patriotic citizen should stamp out such propaganda just as 
| thoroughly as they did the Hun propaganda during the war. The gigan¬ 
tic task which confronted certain' departments of the government may 
have slowed them up in the beginning, but every agency intrusted with 
this work is now hitting its stride. Our disabled soldiers will be re¬ 
educated, will be furnished with tho necessary appliances when they are 
ready for the same, and will be retrained and placed in profitable employ¬ 
ment. 

It is your government and you have a part in this great work. Don’t 
damn by faint praise but jump in and help make these high ideuls 
realities.

A whent rrop of 1.2.10,000,000 bushels nml a yield of 3,021,000.000 bushels 
of feed grains, wheat, onts, rye and bnrley, the largest on record at this 
season, is estimated by the June report of the department of agriculture.

The report shows thnt practically one-third of the world's wheat crop 
will he raised In the United States this year. Id previous years the United 
States has grown nbout one-fifth. 

The wheat crop alone Is by far the grentest on record. Increasing 310,- 
000,000 bushels, nr 34 per cent, over last year, and 210,000,000 bushels, or 24 
per cent, above the record In 1013, and 443,000,(XX) bushels over the five-year 
nverage of 1013-’17. Rased on $2.26 per bushel nt Chicago, the wheat crop 
Is worth $2,703,000,(XX), and on $2 the valuation Is $2A72.000,000. This meuns 
prosperity for the farmers and business Interests nnd railroads. 

The crop Is so large thnt It Ik to be handled by the railroads on the per¬ 
mit system. Enough whent Is In sight to give Europe 000,000,000 bushels and 
leave 030,000,000 bushels for domestic consumption. 

Winter whent crop of 803.000,000 bushels was cut down 7,000,000 bushels 
In May, largely by rust, the loss being 3.0 points from last month and condi¬ 
tion for the country left nt 04.9. The dninage, of which more Is expected. 
Is mainly In the central western states, nnd Is extending eastward through 
the states south of the Ohio river. The henvlest loss In condition was 10 
points In Kansas, although that state has a showing of 93 nnd a crop of 101.- 
047,000 bushels, a loss of nearly 7.000,000 bushels Inst month nnd 15,000,000 
bushels over Its record of 1914. Missouri dropped eight points to 93, hut 
shows nenrly 72,000,000 bushels. Illinois lost five points, with a condition of 
90. Nebraska dropped six points, showing 95, with n crop of practically 
70,000,000 bushels. Okluhomn Is off six points and Oregon seven points. 
Texas, Washington, Ohio nnd Pennsylvania Improved slightly, the former 
having a condition of 101, while Ohio has 100 and Pennsylvania 103. A sur¬ 
prise was given In spring wheat returns, the estimated yield being 343,000,000 
bushels, or 15,000,000 bushels short of last year, while early estimates were 
that farmers would strain every effort to put In an Immense acreage. Unfa¬ 
vorable weather In the Northwest, however, prevented It, except In South 
Dakota. 

In the central West there was n big Increase. The total acreage for the 
country Is 22,592,000, an Increase of 186,000 over last year's harvested area. 
In the three northwestern states there were 14,905,(XX) acres, compared with 
15,150,000 acres harvested last year. The condition Is 104 In South Dnkota 
nnd 94 nnd 95 In North Dnkotn nnd Mlnnedfitn. Indicated yield for the three 
states is 197,000,000 bushels, or 51,000,000 bushels under last year. In the 
nonspring-wheat states a big acreage has been put In, which helped to make 
up the loss In the Northwest. 

Onts crop Is nbove an average with a yield estimated at 1,446,000,000 
bushels, a decrease of 92,000,000 bushels from last year's final returns, and 
an Increase of 115,000,000 bushels over the five-year average. The acreage 
decreased 2,035,000. Condition of 93.2 Is the same as last year and 8.8 points 
over the ten-year average. 

Barley acreage decreased 780,000 nnd the crop Is estimated at 232,000,000 
bushels, or 24,000,000 bushels short of last year’s record. A new mnrk is 
set for the rye crop at 107,000,000 bushels, or the same as last month and 
19,000,000 bushels more than lost year. 

A hay crop of 116,000,000 tons Is 25,000,000 tons more than last year. 
Apple production Is estimated at 166,000,000 bushels, and peaches 60,300,000 
bushels, against 89,000,000 bushels last year, while the apple crop is 8,000,000 
bushels short of 1918.

Like broths, gruels may be enriched 
by eggs, cream nnd milk, for one could 
not drink enough to keep up the body 
energy without the addition of some 
more nutritive food. 

Milk is one of the most valuable 
foods for sick people and fortunately 
most patients like It. It has been call¬ 
ed the perfect food. Its value may 
be Increased by changing Its flnvqr. 
adding yeast to It making a drlLk 
called koumiss and by adding Jun¬ 
ket or rennln to partly digest It mak¬ 
ing It more pulatable and adding 
variety. 


I which one may 

hand. Take for 
Instance a steamed plum pudding. A 
piece of corn brend, a holf a cupful 
of cooked ontmenl, n few brend 
crumbs, a cupful of left-over cocoa 
nnd n few rnlslns with two egg yolks 
left from u frosting or dessert will 
make a most tasty pudding. After 
some experience In handling foods one 
may concoct toothsome dishes of bits 
of left-overs. It Is not always wise to 
tell all one knows us to n dish, for 
some conscientious objectors will re¬ 
fuse to even try a made-over or re-ar- 
rnnged food. 

Savory salads which have some elu¬ 
sive nronrn nnd sensonlng which ndds 
to their charm and Is hard to deter¬ 
mine, makes such a dish “itimetblng 
different." One must follow a few 
fundamental principles In cookery, nnd 
nfter that let the Imagination soar. 
The cook who wnstes nothing, but at 
the same time serves her food In a 
dainty, tnsty nnd appetizing manner. 
Is n renl genius, nnd her talents are 
In constant demand. 

Do you throw away the half-cupful, 
cupful or more of melted ,lce cream 
that might make n pudding for the 
next day or be used lu a cuke, lidding 
less sugar? 

Sandwich filling nnd salads make a 
wide field for original designs, as well 
as flour mixtures. 

The woman who discovered that a 
sponge cake could be mnde more 
fetching by ndding the yolks unbeaten, 
one at a time, nnd not stirring them 
very freely, had a cake that attract¬ 
ed much comment beenuse of Its 
streaked gold-and-whlte appearance. 
Accident often Is the mother of new 
things, but the housewife who Is look¬ 
ing for new and plenslng effects will 
find them ull the while.

If we 
treat the body ns a well regulated fur- 
nnce which Is fed at Intervals, not 
stuffed with the day’s allowance which 
will choke the fires through Imperfect 
combustion, we will he Intelligent In 
the choice nnd care of food. 

If we overeat we waste good fuel, 
nml overwork the furnace; If we ure 
undernourished the furnace cannot 
give off heat or supply energy. 

The three food principles which we 
find supply the body In the best pos¬ 
sible manner are proteins, meat, fish, 
eggs nnd milk, fats which are obtained 
from butter, creum and nuts, carbohy¬ 
drates or sugars and starches repre¬ 
sented by potatoes, rice and sugur. 
To xye tliut these three foods ure In¬ 
cluded in each menl we have what Is 
railed a well-halaneed meal, if they 
are served In good proportions. 

In each meal we have another re¬ 
sponsibility to see that foods contain¬ 
ing Iron, phosphorus and calcium ure 
given as well ns some which furnish 
the roughage or hallust uecessary to 
glvf hulk to the food. 

I'rults which excite thp appetite ure 
usqd first, as fresh fruit for breakfast 
und sweets are used as a finish, or des¬ 
sert, us sugar dulls the apatite; a 
good reason for never giving children 
sweets Just before a meal, a practice 
fur too eonimon among mothers. 

Some people ure sensitive to certain 
foods or combinations which others 
enjoy with comfort; this Is owing to 
some peculiarity of the ho^y machine; 
of course these things should he avoid¬ 
ed. Happy the man und woman who 
Is normal und is able to eat, digest, 
assimilate and enjoy all the good 
things provided by our allwlse Creator. 

The menu maker needs to know her 
family, to recognize the value of vari¬ 
ety. and yet not to overdo It, for we 
all are faithful to the old favorites.

Iceless Refrigerator in Operation.

ost has been depended on 
-j people in northern stntes to 
jHPrornlsh them with the lnrger part of 
their lee supply. Hut last winter Jack 
went on a strike for innny days, and 
1 country districts will experience diffi¬ 
culty In obtaining even a limited 
amount of artificial Ice. Where Ice 
Is not obtainable an Iceless refrigera¬ 
tor, home-made, will be found useful 
to keep meat, fruit and vegetables 
cool. It will extend the keeplug peri¬ 
od for milk and butter and serve also 
as a cooler for drinking water. 

In homes where large quantities of 
milk and butter are to be kept, It 
would be well to huve one refrigerator 
for milk and butter, and another for 
other foods, as milk and butter readily 
ohsnrh nUnrs from other foods. It 
build the refrigera- 
operate It.

the rustless type, which costs little 
more tlmn the ordinary kind. The 
door, made to fit closely and mounted 
on brass hinges, can he fastened with 
a wooden latch. The bottom Is fitted 
solid, but the top should be covered 
with screen wire. Adjustable shelves 
can be made of solid wood or strips, 
or sheets of galvanised metal. Shelves 
made of poultry netting on light wood¬ 
en frames, us shown in the illustra¬ 
tion, are probubly the most desiruble. 
These shelves rest on side braces 
placed at desired Intervals. A bread 
baking pan. 14 by 16 inches, is placed 
on the top and the frutue rests in u 
17-Inch by 18-inch pan. 

All of the woodwork, the shelves, 
and the puus should receive two coats 
of white paint uud oue or two coats of 
white enuiuel. This makes an attrac¬ 
tive surface und one that cun be eas¬ 
ily kept clean. The screen wire al^> 
may receive the couts of enuiuel, 
which will prevent It from rusting. 

A cover of eauton fianncl. burlap, 
or duck is made to fit the frame. Put 
the smooth side out if canton fiunual 
Is used. It will require ubout three 
yards of material. ' 1 * 1 .is cover is but¬ 
toned around the lop of the frame and 
down the side on which the door is 
not hinged, using buggy books and 
eyes or lurge-heudcd tacks and eye- 
le<s worked in the material. On the 
front side arrange the hooks on the 
top of the door instead of on liie frame 
aud also fasten the cuvar down ikt 


latch side of the door, allowing a 
wide hem of the material to overlap 
the place where the door closes. The 
door can then be opened without un¬ 
buttoning the cover. The bottom of 
the cover should extend down into the 
lower pan. Four double strips, which 
taper to 8 or 10 Inches In width, are 
sewed to the upper pnrt of the cover. 
These strips form wicks that dip over 
Into the upper pnn. 

The dimensions given make a refrig¬ 
erator of convenient size for house¬ 
hold use and one with efficient evapor¬ 
ating surface, but It Is not necessary 
to follow strictly these dimensions. 
If a larger capuclty Is desired, the 
height of the refrigerator can be In¬ 
creased. i 

How It Operates. 

Operation of the refrigerator shown 
in the illustrations is as simple us Its 
construction. The lowering of tem¬ 
perature Inside the refrigerator de¬ 
pends upon the evaporation of water. 
To change water from a liquid to a 
vupor, or to bring ubout evaporation, 
requires heat. As evaporation tnkes 
place heat Is taken from the Inside 
of the refrigerator, thereby lowering 
the temperature of the inside und the 
contents. 

Keep the upper pnn filled with wa¬ 
ter. The water is drawn by capillary 
attraction through the wicks und sat¬ 
urates the cover. Capillary action 
stnrts more readily If the cover is first 
dampened by dipping It Into water or 
throwing water upon It with the hand. 
The greater rate of evaporation the 
lower the temperature which can he 
secured; therefore the refrigerator 
| works best when rapid evaporation 
tnkes place. When the refrigerator Is 
placed In a shady place In a strong 
breeze and the air Is warm und dry. 
evaporation goes on continuously and 
rapidly and the temperature Inside 
the refrigerator Is reduced. Under 
ideal conditions the temperature hus 
been known to he reduced to f >0 de¬ 
grees F. When the ulr Is damp the re- 
►. frlgerator will uot work as well, since 
I there is not enough evaporation. More 
I water will find Its way to the lower 
l pan, hut It will be drawn up into the 
i covering by capillary attraction when 
the air becomes drier. 

Care of Refrigerator. 

The refrigerator should be regularly 
cleaned and sunned. If the frame¬ 
work, shelves, and pans are white en¬ 
ameled they can more easily be kept 
In u sunltary condition. It is well to 
have two covers, so thut a fresh one 
can be used each week aud the soiled 
one washed and sunned. 
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In dress accessories Fashion cun In- 
ilulge her fondness for caprice with 
greatest certainty of success. Modistes 
who turn out the beautiful hats of 
midsummer, take advantage of this 
and occasionally take the same mate¬ 
rials they have used for millinery to 
moke hags. They help to furnish va¬ 
riety In these Indispensable belong¬ 
ings and demonstrate how chic hats 
and bags to match may be. Even the 
happy owner of a fine bead hag might 
cast approving eyes upon these match¬ 
ed sets, for novelty makes the strong¬ 
est kind of appeal and she who mny 
not have the much-admired head hog 
may achieve a triumph In one of these 
millinery affairs. 

Every woman knows the loveliness 
of leghorn hnts. They hnve come down j 
to us through generations of fair wom¬ 
en. In the picture one of them hns 
sacrificed Its straw crown and re- 
plnced It with one of draped taffeta, 
with a rose and Immortelles posed at 
the front. In the bag to match, a 
plaque of leghorn makes the bottom 
of a bag of taffeta like that on the 
crown of the hnt nnd we Infer that It 
Is made from the top of the original 
crown. A big Bilk tassel hangs from 


tills plaque. Hands nnd puffs of taf¬ 
feta finish the top of the bug nnd form 
Its handle. A rose and Immortelles 
appear ngnln on the hag ns on tlio 
hnt. It was a bright Idea of the de¬ 
signer to pose these little everlnstlng 
(lowers on leghorn. 

Two colors In a faille ribbon are set 
together to form the handsome hag at 
the center of the picture. The colors 
alternate nnd the point nt the bottom 
Is set off with those fashlonnble little, 
flower-llke straw ornaments that hnve 
held good throughout the season. In 
millinery. The hnt to match has a 
hrnld brim nnd ribbon crown, the rib¬ 
bon woven ‘over nnd under’ about the 
wide crown nnd lying In strips on the 
top. The same smnll straw orna¬ 
ments nestle ngnlnst the brim. 

The daintiest of these sets Is work¬ 
ed out In hnlr braid. It appears nt the 
right In n hat with hnlr braid brim 
and crown, draped with a striped rib¬ 
bon and trimmed with roses. The 
bag Is made of two plaques of 
hnlr hrnld, joined by a puff of ribbon 
like that on the hnt nnd lined with 
satin. Velvet ribbon Is used for the 
handle nnd bow on the bag and flow¬ 
ers find It the best of all back¬ 
grounds.

There are forces of destruction which might be let loose as a result 
of after-war conditions that would be more fearful than the great war 
itself. 

These are starvation, idle industry, crippled transportation, para¬ 
lyzed markets, injured morale, shattered government credits. 

Europe is but a great factory community, dependent in the main on 
world trade for much of its food and raw materials. There are only three 
ways in which they can pay for these things—by export of goods, by 
export of gold or by export of their credit. None of these nations can 
export goods at present, and they have no gold to 6pare. They must 
have credit. 

Europe must get to work if it is to be 6aved, but it must be helped 
even to start to work. 

America must be made to 6ee the facts in their true relation and 
consequences, for America is almost the sole hope. If America will under¬ 
stand the situation and do her duty she is amply able to give the neces¬ 
sary aid. 

This aid must be given in a big-spirited, scientific way. It is useless 
to give it in grudging measure or piecemeal to a few countries. We must 
regard the European situation as a unit. 

Coupled with its duty America is face to face with its greatest oppor¬ 
tunity. If the opportunity is grasped America will become the source 
of capital for world development and the greatest source of raw material 
for the world’s industry.

An extension conference traveling In 
automobiles Is an Idea from the West. 

At the close of the annual meeting 
of the California experiment station at 
Davis and the agricultural college at 
Berkeley, the agents from 34 counties 
nnd the assistant agents, the county- 
ugent lender nnd his assistants were 
Joined by 91 farmer delegates repre¬ 
senting the county farm bureaus of 
the state. The entire party, compris¬ 
ing 151 people, spent seven dnys trav¬ 
eling by uutotnohlle from Berkeley to 
Riverside. The delegation passed 
through 11 counties, 9 of which have 
funn bureau* nnd 8 of which have 
resident county agents. In counties 
having agents, the agents occupied the 
lending car and conducted the party 
to Interesting demonstration work. 
Short stops were made at which the 
county ngent or the farmer on whose 
runch the demonstration was being 
conducted, explained the method and 
results. 

Some Things Seen. 

Noteworthy things scon were poul¬ 
try and bee demonstration work nt 
Santa Cruz, stock judging nt Salinas 
und Lankorshtm, the .Tim Jeffries and 
"Lucky" Baldwin ranches In Los An¬ 
geles county, flre-flghting apparatus at 
Santa Paula, seed-bed preparation at 
the Camarillo ranch, pruning of uprl- 
cot trees, citrus pruning, the artesian 
well and drainage project In Orange 
county, spraying demonstration In wul- 
nut orchard, citrus-bud selection, and 
poultry culling. 

Meetings were held each night nt the 
farm bureau center In the county the 
party was visiting. The .resident coun¬ 
ty agent explained In detail the work 
under way In the county and farm 
bureuu members discussed subjects 


In which they were Interested. The 
delegates considered the advisability of 
a state farm bureuu federation and 
recommended to the county farm bu¬ 
reaus that such nn organization be 
formed at a later date. 

The party was entertained by the 
local farm bureau nt dinner and sup¬ 
per nt almost every county pnssed 
through, while In southern California 
the visitors were repeatedly met at 
county lines by committees of women, 
und boxes of oranges were literally 
poured Into the automobiles. The trip 
closed, after covering 937 miles, with 
n banquet at the mission Inn nt Riv¬ 
erside. “Sights” were neglected In or¬ 
der to attend the work of the confer¬ 
ence. 

Benefits From Trip. 

The farmers participating were 
unanimous In approval of tho plan. 
The automobile cost wns met by the 
college of agriculture nnd the farmer 
delegates paid their own subsistence 
expenses or It wns met by their farm 
bureaus. Aside from the practical val¬ 
ue of the demonstrations nnd farm 
practices observed the whole tone of 
county agent work In the state was 
Improved. Farm bureau ofllcinls re¬ 
turned home with nn enlarged outlook, 
the county agents saw demonstration^ 
and organizations work under a va¬ 
riety of conditions, nnd the people 
of the counties visited were given nn 
enlarged vision of the stnte and na¬ 
tional extent of the work. 

While such an extended trip Is pos¬ 
sible only where roads are highly Im¬ 
proved, the Idea seems to he an excel¬ 
lent one, department of agriculture of¬ 
ficials believe, and similar or loss am¬ 
bitious trips doubtless could bo 
planned In a number of the states with 
real value to the extension organiza¬ 
tion nnd work. 




IRON OUT FENDER DENTS 

The greatest care must be 
taken In straightening out dents 
In the fenders, if the parts are 
not to assume a battered ap¬ 
pearance. The only satisfactory 
method Is to remove the fender 
and get It on the bench. Be¬ 
neath it should he placed a block 
of wood cut to lit snugly the 
curve of the fender. Then the 
dents can he pounded out with 
comparatively little Injury to the 
finish and general appearance 
of the parts. Incidentally It Is 
a good plan to use a leather innl- 
let for this work or to cover the 
head of nn ordinary hammer 
with a number of thicknesses of 
cloth.

FISH AND WAYS OF COOKING IT. 

Select fUh with firm floRh, clear 
eyes, red pills, scnlok bright anti free 
from any unpleas¬ 
ant odor. As soon 
ns It is caught or 
bought It should 
he scnled, cleaned 
and well washed. 
After cleaning 
place on a lnrge 
plate In n cool 
place until It Is ready to be cooked. 

To boll tlsh, wipe It carefully, dust 
well with salt anil wrap In a cheese 
cloth four Inches longer than the fish. 
Place In a kettle of boiling water, add 
a teaspoonful of salt, a hay lenf, a 
sprig of parsley, a slice of onion and 
a bit of celery. Cover the kettle and 
let It Just simmer ten minutes to the 
pound. Lift out carefully and turn the 
fish upon a folded napkin on n hot 
platter. Garnish with slices of lemon 
and sprigs of parsley and serve with n 
drawn butter sauce. 

Planked Whlteflah.—One may hnve 
a delicious planked fish nt home which 
may be served to perfection, If one 
has a gas or coal range. Secure a 
two-inch plank made from hard wood, 
onk, hickory or maple, a groove run¬ 
ning around the plank two Inches or 
less (In from the edge), will hold the 
juices from flowing over. Have 
the fish split down the hack and place 
It skin side down on the plank after 
heating It so hot that the hand can¬ 
not he held an Instant upon it. Sea¬ 
son the fish with salt and pepper, 
baste with butter and pluce In a hot 
oven 1o hake thirty minutes, bnstlng 
two or three times. When the fish 
Is done, take It from the oven, gnrnlsh 
with parsley and lemon slices nnd 
send to the table on the plank, place 
on a tray a little larger than the 
plank. The longer the plank Is used 
the better flavor It gives to the fish. 
Scrape the plank to remove any chnr- 
red wood nnd carefully cover It when 
not In use, nnd It will last for yenrs. 
If one wishes to roast the fish before 
nn open fire, the ideal way, tack the 
fish on the board and stand It before, 
the fire. 

Frying Small Fish—The old saying Is 
that “small fish should swim twice, 
once In water nnd once In oil.” 

Perch, smelts und trout may he cooked 
In deep fat, putting the fish In a fry¬ 
ing basket. Dip them after being 
well cleaned, salt and peppered, In egg 
and corn meal, then put them Into hot 
fat which will brown a small cube of 
bread in one minute. Cook five min¬ 
utes, drain on brown paper and serve.

MORE SALADS. 


Sweet salads make a most dainty 
dessert, which Is easy to prepare nnd 
much more wholesome In 
hot weather than pud¬ 
dings nnd heavy des¬ 
serts. 

Banana With Rasp¬ 
berries.—Peel small ba¬ 
nanas nnd cut In halves 
lengthwise, spread with 
raspberry Jam or the 
fresh fruit crushed and 
sweetened, lay on n let¬ 
tuce lenf nnd serve with n sour crenm 
dressing er with a simple French dress¬ 
ing. 

Cottage Cheese Salad.—Shape small 
flat cakes of nicely seasoned cottnge 
cheese, make a depression In the cen¬ 
ter with a spoon and fill with any fa¬ 
vorite Jelly or Jam. Serve on a plate 
or fresh lettuce. 

Dutch Salad.—Arrange well washed 
nnd drained lettuce In n howl. Pour 
over three or four tnblespoonfuls of 
hot bacon fnt, season with salt nnd 
pepper, then add a tablespoonful or 
two of hot vinegar. Serve sprinkled 
with hits of fried hncon or minced ham. 
Onion may be added to this salad, or 
not, ns the tnste dlctntes. 

The nvernge boiled dressing Is 
spoiled by the addition of too much 
mustard. It Is safe to cut down near¬ 
ly all proportions of mustard In most 
recipes one-half nnd In runny three- 
fourths. One-fourth of a teaspoonfOl 
of mustard is sufficient to season an 
ordinary recipe for salad dressing. 
Mustard Is highly Irritating, as one 
knows when It Is used as a plaster for 
the skin, so It Is reasonable to sup¬ 
pose thnt the delicate membrane of 
the digestive tract Is also Irritated by 
Its use. 

Simple Russian Salad.—Arrange a 
bowl of crisp lettuce and heap chopped, 
seasoned tomntoes on the lettuce. Serve 
with liny desired salad dressing. 

Cottage Cheese Salad.—Take a pint 
of cottage cheese, add two tnblespoon- 
fuls each of shredded chives nnd 
minced parsley, or green peppers, sea¬ 
son with salt, add one-lialf cupful of 
snlad dressing nnd four cupfuls of 
shredded lettuce. Heap the cheese on 
the nests of lettuce nnd serve nt once. 

Prune Salad.—Arrnnge cooked 
primes In the form of a flower hy cut¬ 
ting them In halves, nnd nrrange on 
lettuce. Put a spoonful of thick boiled 
dressing In the center and serve with 
the boiled dressing, If more Is needed.

During the warm weather cold 
meats and meat loaves are popular, 
as they may he prepared 
the day before using, 
keeping well for several 
days on Ice. 

Jellied Veal—Wipe a 
knuckle of veal and cut 
It Into pieces, put It In¬ 
to a kettle with two 
quarts of water, bring 
slowly to the simmering 
point and simmer for 
then add two onions, one 
blade of mace, one bny leaf, twelve 
whole cloves, six pepper corns, half 
a teaspoonful of ground allspice and 
simmer one hour longer. Take out the 
knuckle, carefully remove the bones 
and put the meat Into a square mold. 
Boll the liquor until reduced to one 
quart, strain, add a quarter of a cup 
of good vinegar, und salt and pepper 
to tHste, pour It over the meat and 
set away to cool over night. When 
cold turn It carefully out of the mold, 
Veal Loaf—t’hop three and one-half 
pounds of veal and a half pound of 
ham, both uncooked; add to them one 
cupful of bread crumbs, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of salt, one teaspoonful of onion 
juice, half u teaspoonful each of pep¬ 
per, sage, cloves and allspice, mix 
thoroughly with two well beuten pggs 
and press Into a pan to mold. Turn out 
on a baking pan and brush with beat¬ 
en egg nnd bake in a slow oven for 
two hours, basting three or four times 
while baking with butter und boiling 
water. 

Italian Cheese.—Take one pound of 
veal, one and one-half pounds of calf’s 
liver, half a pound of ham, one small 
onion, half a teaspoonful of sage, two 
tablespoonful* of chopped parsley, 
one-fourth of a box of gelatine, two 
' teaspoonfuls of salt, one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of black pepper and a 
dash of cayenne. Wash the liver, cov¬ 
er with boiling water and let stand 
five minutes, then drain and dry. Chop 
the liver, the veal, the ham (all un¬ 
cooked) very fine: then add the sage, 
parsley, salt, pepper, cayenne and 
I onion grated. Mix well. Grease a 
mold and press the meat tightly Into 
| It. cover and steam three hours. Ite- 
move the cover and pour off the broth 
and add to It the gelutlne which has 
been soaking In cold water to cover 
for half an hour,

String Bean Sal 

ad — Take one 
quart of cooked 
and chilled string 
beans, add two 
tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onto n, 
4 one half teaspoon 
ful of salt, n dash of cayenne and a 
few dashes of paprika, cover with 

olive oil using two spoonfuls of oil 

and one of vinegar and let s'tund for 
two hours. Line a bowl with lettuce, 
put In the beans and pour over the 
dressing. Serve well chilled. 

Tomato Aspic on Shredded Cabbage. 
—Cook two cupfuls of tomato and one 
onion for twenty minutes, add one tea- 
spoonful of salt and two of sugar and 
when well dissolved, strain. Soak four 
teuspoonfuls of granulated gelatin In 
one tublespoonful of wuter and add to 
the tomato, l'our Into small molds or 
cups and let stund until firm. Serve 
on finely shredded lettuce with may¬ 
onnaise or a boiled dressing. 

Boiled Dressing.—Take two eggs 
well beaten, add two tablespoonfuls of 
vinegar and two tablespoonfuls of wa¬ 
ter, two tablespoonfuls of butter, two 
teaspoonfuls of Milt and liulf u tea- 
spoonful of musturd with a dash of 
red pepper. Cook over hot wuter un¬ 
til smooth and thick. 

French Dressing.—I’ut Into a bowl, 
three tublespoonfuls of olive oil (corn 
oil will do, hut lacks the fluvor), one 
tahlespoonful of vinegar, one half tea- 
spoonful of suit and a few (lushes of 
paprika. Beat with an egg beater un¬ 
til thick. 

Tomato With Onion and Cucumber 
Salad—Cut thick slices of ripe, red 
| tomatoes, or If small, cut In halves. 
Heap on each slice a mixture a t chop¬ 
ped onion and cucumber well seasoned 
and mixed with French dressing; fin¬ 
ish with a spoonful of thick boiled or 
mayonnaise dressing on top. Three 
good sized tomatoes will serve nine; 
the amount of onion and cucumber can 
be used to suit the taste. Celery may 
also be added using but a hit of onion 
for seasoning.

The man who builds a homo for 
himself nnd his family docs not luillil 
a house thnt "will do.” Ordinarily the 
house lie puts up will provide him nnd 
the other members of Ills family with 
a home for a great many years. Of 
course, the foreslghted man will not 
build such an out-of-the-ordlnary house 
that It will not be readily salable, hut 
he will put into his home the conven¬ 
iences and comforts that he wants. 

Because of these facts the selection 
of the design for the new home Is an 
important matter. It Is one of the 
things thnt should he given careful 
thought nnd everything that bears on 
It should be considered before the de¬ 
sign finally Is fixed upon. And right 
here let It be snid thnt the local archi¬ 
tect, the contractor nnd the material 
man all can give valuable ndvlee nt 
this stage of the project. They have 
had a great deal of experience In de¬ 
signing nnd building homes und they 
know the mistakes others hnve mnde 
nnd how to avoid them. 

To many men a garage is nn essen¬ 
tial building.

Home With Garage.

On the second floor nre three bed¬ 
rooms nnd hath, with nn extraordinary 
amount of closet space, nnd a central 
hall. 

The Incntlon of the gnrnge In connec¬ 
tion with the house, with nn entrnnee 
directly to It, Is (lie modern method 
of building houses for automobiles. 
Automobile owners hnve learned thnt 
In order to keep the machines in oper¬ 
ation the year around the garage must 
he heated. When the garage Is a part 
of the house Itself this Is done with¬ 
out much trouble or added expense.

Removable Oven Saves Gas With Dishes Requiring Short-Time Baking, 


(Prepared !>y the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Are you acquainted with your pns 
range? If you ure not. It will pay you 
wuU to take time to learn more ubout 


for 1,000 cubic feet, of one-half cent 
for the one cake. 

The time required to lient the oven 
before baking begins also varies great¬ 
ly In the two kinds. The small oven 
will come up to 500 degrees F. In live 
minutes while the rnnge oven requires 
twenty to thirty. Therefore, If the 
oven Is to be used for only a short 
time the smull oven would be a great 
advantage. 

The smnll oven, nevertheless, has 
its disadvantages. A cake so big that 
Its edges are rather close to the sides 
of the oven will not be well baked, 
becuuse the heat at the sides will be 
much grenter than In the ceilter. Dish¬ 
es requiring an even temperature, a 
very high or a very low temperature 
for n certain length of time, are not 
successfully baked In the smnll oven 
unless close attention Is paid to the 
regulation of the heat. This Is true 
because the temperature of the oven 
Is variable. Its sides are thin and the 
bottom does not well retard the pass¬ 
age of heat. For the breakfast muf- 


Many experiments are being tried 
on gas ranges In the experlmeatal 
kitchen of the office of home eco¬ 
nomies, United States department of 
agriculture, and Interesting results 
ure being obtuined. You will find it 
worth while to try some of the same 
experiments with your stove; others 
will probubly suggest themselves, aud 
your acquaintance with the stove will 
increase accordingly. 

Ilow much gus do you use when 
you are getting the Sunday dinner? 
You can find out by reading the gas 
meter before the cooking starts and 
after the cooking Is done. If you do 
not remember just how to rend It, 
ask the gus man to explain It to you 
when he comes uround the next time. 
The habit of reading the meter once a 
week uud comparing amounts used will 
help to keep gus saving In mind and 


count the ways by which you could 
save gas. If you are one of the many 
who light the gas before the teakettle 
Is filled and who forget to turn off 
the heat the minute the pie Is baked, 
you will find those are good times to 
begin to save. 

If you test the heat given by vari¬ 
ous kinds of flames, you will find that 
the short, stiff, clear, blue flame 
brings best results. It is a waste of 
time and gas to use the high, smoking, 
yellow flame, which results when too 
much air Is mixed with the gas and 
which you can prevent by partially 
closing the air shutter. Never turn 
the flame so high that It is brought 
up close to the kettle and flares around 
It. for this wastes gas, makes the 
flume less hot and blackens the kettle. 

Try the Simmerer. 

Many gas stoves have at least four 
kinds of burners—ineluding a giant 
burner aud u simmerer—and a large 
part of gas economy consists in know¬ 
ing which one to use, and when. 

If you consider the little simmerer 
burner on your range a mere orna¬ 
ment and of no reul use you ure un¬ 
derrating its value. It uses from one- 
fifth to one-sixth us much gus us the 
other top burners uud will keep u ket¬ 
tle boiling ufter It bus been brought to 
the boll on one of the other top burn¬ 
ers. The giant burner uses from three 
to six cubic feet an hour more than 
ttie other top burners, so It should be 
used only when absolutely necessury. 
As soon us u kettle bolls, see how far 
you can turn the gus down aud still 
keep it boiling. The experimental 


quire the range oven, plan to bake as 
much of the remainder of the dinner 
as possible, for in that wny the heat 
will not be wnsted. For Instance, if 
the main dish of the meal Is to be a 
big cusserole of toiunto, cheese and 
rice. It would be wise to choose baked 
potatoes rather thun boiled, and a 
baked dessert In preference to a pud¬ 
ding made in the double boiler. If 
oven room permits, muffins or biscuits 
would add greutly to the meal and 
wmuld require little extra fuel. 


OBSERVE THESE TEN 
RULES IN SAVING GAS 


(Prepared by the United States De¬ 
partment of Agriculture.)

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Ink enn he taken from white goods 
with tortintoes if applied freely. Odd 
milk Is good when the stains are fresh, 
changing the milk as often ns neces¬ 
sary. Fresh butter is even a better 
solvent. 

If very obstlnnte and the material 
will stand hot wnter, the stain should 
he covered with melted tallow, then 
washed In the usual wny. 

Oxalic acid will remove any very 
obstinate stains, but can he used only 
on white goods, as It will destroy the 
color. The crystals are dissolved In 
boiling water and the liquid Is applied 
to the stain. A thorough rinsing In 
clear water afterward is Imperative. 

Another Method. 

In dyeing and cleaning shops ether 
Is used almost exclusively for remov¬ 
ing Ink from fabrics. It Is n power¬ 
ful cleansing agent, but will destroy 
materials unless they are well rinsed. 
Ether will remove perspiration stains, 
but should be mixed with nmmonia 
and water. One-fourth ether, one- 
fourth ammonia and one-half water Is 
n good mixture. Itlnse and pluce In 
the sun. 

A bottle of cologne Is a most use¬ 
ful article, for It will tnke away 
smears If rubbed on as soon ns they 
appear. It enn be used alike on white 
or colored fabrics, cotton or woolen, 
without the slightest Injury. 

Ice cream innkes a very bad stain 
because It has both grease and sugar 
In its make-up. To remove stains of 
It from silk, sponge the stained parts 
with gasoline or chloroform, placing a 
pad of absorbent cotton or blotting 
paper under the spots. When dry, 


sponge with tepid water and a good 
soap, and then rub with n flannel cloth 
until dry. This work must be dons 
away from the Are or artificial light, 

Use plain strong coffee to remove 
the stains of Ice cream or milk from 
black clothing. Dip a cloth In the cof¬ 
fee and rub It over the spot. If the 
coffee Is npplled ns soon ns the stnlq 
has been made, so much the better. 

Fabrics for Draping. 

As plans for the fall season mature, 
the dress goods houses are finding that 
the style of material giving the heal 
draping effect Is the type moRtly want¬ 
ed. Soft finished goods on the velours 
order attract the buyers’ attention 
over the hard finished, stlffer materi¬ 
als. Fabrics almost approaching the 
velvet order. It Is said, will find the 
most popular cull. This will be par¬ 
ticularly true of cloakings, and applies 
also to the cloth to be used In Buits. 

Chenille Embroidery. 

Embroidery In chenille in matching 
tone Is used on black and beige cos¬ 
tumes. and the chentllo mntches the 
material. Sometimes on black satin or 
taffeta frocks the embroideries take 
their pattern from lace, Alencon or 
Chantilly. English embroidery on 
taffeta Is a new trimming detail this 
season. This Is especially noted on 
garden frocks. 

Uses for Ribbon. 

For dress trimming purposes, gir¬ 
dles, fringes, tassels and spangles are 
In favor. Wide plain ribbons are In de¬ 
mand for sashes.

A wire will usslst in 
cleaning the boles if they still remain 
clogged. 

Removable Oven In Ga« Saving. 

The range oven requires much more 
gus uu hour titan one top burner does, 
so It must be used carefully if the 
gus bill is to be reduced. If you*do 
much baking in small quantities you 
can save gas with u smull removable 
oven to be used on the top of the 
stove. Tests showed a great differ¬ 
ence when one-egg cakes were baked 
for one hour at the same temperatures 
in the small and range ovens. In the 
small oven the cake requires seven 
cubic feet of gas while In the range 
oven It required twelve cubic feet, a 
difference in cost, when figured at $1

Western Canada Man Raised 600 
Bushels on Two Acres. 


Beauties of the Deep Sea.

Med¬ 
icine Hat Is n place, pictured In the 
mind of many Americans, where the 
weather mnn holds high cnrnlvnl. nnd 
when he wants to put a little life or 
spirit Into the people Just moves the 
mercury down a few notches. The 
rascal has thus given Medicine lint a 
rather unenvlnble place on the mnp. 
But It Isn’t half ns bad ns It Is pic¬ 
tured. Anyway, Ben Pnwson llkws It. 
Last year he grew six hundred bush¬ 
els of potntoes on two ncres of lnnd 
thnt had no special preparation, and 
only the usual precipitation, or rain, 
as the less cultured would call It. 
When he couldn’t work nt his liay or 
grain, because of the damp mornings, 
he gnve them some attention. And 
then evenings between supper nnd 
chores nnd bedtime he gave them some 
work. Anyway his yield wns six hun¬ 
dred bushels, nnd he sold the whole 
lot for $285. Ben Is satisfied. Still 
thore were lnrger yields than this In 
the neighborhood. 

If one might speak of hogs In the 
same breath In which you speak of po¬ 
tatoes, there Is nothing In the ethics 
of llternture thnt would create a de¬ 
barment. Taking advantage of this 
license It will not be out of place to 
state that large potato yields are not 
the only feature of Interest In this 
new nnd interesting country. Amongst 
others hogs are having a good deni of 
attention. Not long ago, hogs reached 
the $23.00 mark on the Calgary market. 
It doesn’t cost much to raise a hog 
nnd very little to bring him to n weight 
of 200 pounds. Don’t cost much 1 Cer¬ 
tainly not. But what about the man who 
recently paid $350 for a Duroc Jersey 
Boar? That was all right. Thnt man 
knew what he was doing. He was do¬ 
ing whet a great many other farmers 
In Western Canada are doing today. 
He Is acting on the old “saw,” that 
“it costs no more to raise a good crit¬ 
ter than a poor one.” Thnt Is the rea¬ 
son thnt Western Canada Is looming 
large In the live stock world. The best 
Is none too good. The same may be 
•said of horses, cattle, yes, nnd sheep, 
'too. The very best sires nnd dams 
of the best breeds are purchased. And 
while big prices are paid, It Is felt that 
the demand for pure-bred stock nt 
home and abroad will bring returns 
which will warrant any reasonable 
price that may be asked.—Advertise¬ 
ment.

Peace Treaty and League of Na¬ 
tions Stir Up Lively Debate 
in the Senate. 

SHANTUNG AWARD SCORED 


Charge Is Made That Gift of Chinese 

Province Is Price of Japan’s Signa¬ 
ture—Warning of Peril of War— 
What Shall Be Done With 
Mexico?—Daylight Law 
Saved by President. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

"Many people huve thought that 
the mere signing of the treaty with 
Germuny murks the ending of the 
world peril. The situation toduy is 
ctlll serious. The world's statesman¬ 
ship will he sorely tried in the next 
few years. 

“The peace conference Rtas been 
history’s greatest Instance of a uni¬ 
fied world statesmanship directing 
the morul and material resources of 
the world’s family of nations. To al¬ 
low the spirit behind It U> disintegrate 
at tills moment of emergency, when 
united action Is Imperative, would be 
fatal to all the hopes of permanent 
peace with which we entered the war. 

"Out of It all has come the most 
Important international document 
ever drawn—the treaty of peace with 
Germany—a document which not only 
meets the Issues of the present wuf, 
but ulso lays down new agreements 
of the most helpful and most hopeful 
character. The nations are hound to¬ 
gether to avert another world catas¬ 
trophe, backward peoples are given u 
new hope for their future; several 
racial entitles are liberated to form 
new states; a beginning is made to¬ 
ward removing unjust economic re¬ 
strictions, and the great military au¬ 
tocracies of central Europe are de¬ 
stroyed as the tirst step in a general 
disarmament. 

"The treaty Is, of course, not all 
that we had hoped for. Too many 
contlteting interests were Involved. 
Nearly every one will find In It weak¬ 
nesses, both of omission and commis¬ 
sion. 

"I come home pleased, hut not over- 
complacent with the outcome of the 
last six months; h<g>feul, hut not In 
the least unmindful of the problems 
yet to he solved.” 

These nre the words of Robert 
Lansing. United States secretary ot 
state. They sound like both fact and 
sense. Therefore they are welcome 
In these topsy-turvy days.

Curiously enough these several 
questions—distinctively American and 
therefore presumably of the highest 
importance to this country—have tem¬ 
porarily been lost sight of in a hurst 
of senatorial indignntion over the ac¬ 
tion of the pence conference by which 
Shantung—probably China’s richest 
province, with 36,000,000 people, the 
birthplace of Confucius—Is given to 
Japan. 

President Wilson presented the 
treaty to the senate July 10. He said 
that the treaty was nothing less than 
a world settlement and It was not pos¬ 
sible for him in his address to sum¬ 
marize It; he would attempt only a 
genernl characterization of Its scope 
and purpose. He offered to he at the 
service of the sennte or the foreign re¬ 
lations committee*. He did not mention 
the Shantung provision, or the Monroe 
doctrine, or our obligations under arti¬ 
cle X. Typical expressions of opinion 
regarding his address follow: 

"The address,” said Senator Swan¬ 
son, Democrat, Virginia, "is magnifi¬ 
cent, able, eloquent and Inspiring. The 
reasons presented for the ratification 
of the treaty, Including the League of 
Nations, were strong, cogent and un¬ 
answerable.” 

“Soothing, mellifluous nnd uninform¬ 
ing,” was the comment of Senator Mc¬ 
Cormick, Illluols. 

Taking Its stand on President Wil¬ 
son’s principle of "open covenants 
openly arrived at,” the senate commit¬ 
tee on foreign relations to consider the 
pence treaty met Monday. Senator 
Johnson. California, brought forward 
a resolution embodying a demand for 
data of every character relating to the 
treaty and its formulation. It called 
for the suppressed plan for a League 
of Nations submitted to the peace con¬ 
ference by President Wilson, which the 
president udmtts was rejected In fa¬ 
vor of the British plan, and also called 
for the stenographic reports of the 
pence negotiations. It was adopted 
Tuesday by the committee. 

Tuesday, after a heated debate, the 
senate, without n record vote, adopted 
Senator Lodge’s resolution calling on 
President Wilson to submit to the sen¬ 
ate the text of the secret treaty nego¬ 
tiated last year by Japan and Germany 
and all other data showing overtures 
made by the mikado's government to 
the central powers during the war. 

Throughout the debate the fighting 
revolved about the Shantung incident. 
Senator Ixidge. Republican leader, 
charged thut the Shantung penlnsulu 
was “the purchase price for Japan's 
signature to the League of Nations 
covenant.” Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire, a Republican member of 
the foreign relations committee, culled 
It a "bribe,” and Senator Norris of Ne¬ 
braska. Republican, denounced it us 
"an outrage” and “a betrayal.” 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska un¬ 
dertook to defend Japan's right to

cuss the treaty. Senator McCumber, 
North Dakota, an outstanding support¬ 
er of the treaty nnd the league, was 
the first caller Thursday. Senator Colt, 
Rhode Island, was the second. 

What shall he done with Mexico? 
This question almost rivals the Lengue 
of Nations In Interest. Nobody seems 
ready with a complete program, but 
official Washington Is guessing tlint 
something will be done soon. Re¬ 
ports come from abroad that the ad¬ 
ministration Is pledged to Interven¬ 
tion. This Is officially denied. 

Wednesday Mrs. John W. Correll, 
whose tragic experience Is well known, 
nrrived in Washington with her fa¬ 
therless son. She hopes to meet the 
president. A list of 170 Americans 
murdered in Mexico since 1015 was 
made public by the National Associa¬ 
tion for the Protection of American 
Rights In Mexico. Mrs. Correll said 
she was leading the ghosts of the 500

Spontaneity of Human Intellect

The intellectual life can prosper only where liberty of conscience and 
of thinking are cherished. It has seemed to some among us that of late 
our American life has drifted too strongly toward paternalism. Possibly 
this drift has been caused in part by the inconvenience and dangers of 
social disorder and anarchistic propaganda. 

But let us not in our war upon these perils forget that, while they 
may violently destroy, paternalism will inevitably stifle and in time will 
kill all spontaneity and outrcaching of the human intellect. 

Americanism then at last comes down to this: We want an Ameri¬ 
canism that will produce men and women that are not only self-reliant in 
the practical sense, but who also are self-reliant, strong, outrcaching, fear¬ 
less, creative in the spiritual 6en6C, and such men and women can live 
md do their part in the world if we have a particular kind of law and a 
articular kind of liberty, a liberty-making law and a law-abiding liberty. 
Like the Pilgrims and the Puritans who created our institutions, like 
? patriots who made us an independent nation, like the men who 6aved 
l consolidated our Union, and like the men who now have given their 
i to 6ave the whole fabric of civilization, we must continue to make 
to safeguard such law and such liberty.

United States Constitution

Unless the present tendency to change the Constitution of the United 
States by amendment, interpretation or usage is checked by a sound public 
opinion, it will one day become a noble and splendid ruin like the Par¬ 
thenon, but, like the Parthenon, useless for practical purposes and an 
object of melancholy interest only. Let all patriotic Americans take up 
the cry: “Save the Constitution!” 

This nation has spent its treasure like water, and the blood of its 
gallant youth to make “the world safe for democracy.” The task is accom¬ 
plished, but in the mighty reaction from the supreme exertions of the war 
it is now apparent to thoughtful men that a new problem confronts man¬ 
kind—and that is to make democracy safe for the world. 

Kaiserism has been haled to the bar of civilization.and has been con¬ 
victed and sentence of execution pronounced. 

And now the world is slowly perceiving that democracy is also on 
trial, charged by its foes with unduly restraining the will of the majority 
to inflict their will upon the inalienable rights of the individual, and, 
by its friends, with inefficiency. 

In this period of popular fermentation, the end of which no man can 
predict, the Constitution of the United States, with its line equilibrium 
between efficient power and individual liberty, still remains the best hope 
of the world. 

If it should perish the cause of true democracy would receive a fatal 
wound and the best hopes of mankind would be irreparably disappointed.

POTTED MEATS AND FISH 


In England potted meats are nn 
every-day occurrence, and the knowl¬ 
edge of potting Is known 

a by the plainest cooks. 

Meats such ns ham, 
tongue or chicken, ns 
well as flsli left over from 
a menl, Is potted for n 
luncheon dish, rather 
than making It Into hash 
which Is too common In 
most of our families. The 
goodness of potted meats depends 
upon the pounding and seasoning. If 
carefully prepared and put mvny they 
will keep for a long time and will he 
found most helpful In preparing emer¬ 
gency dishes. 

Potted Chicken.—Take cold roast 
chicken, rejecting the skin and sin¬ 
ews, chop flue and to every pint allow 
a half cupful of chopped ham or 
tongue. Put the hones of the chicken 
Into n saucepan, add a pint of cold wa¬ 
ter and simmer until there Is a half 
pint of stock; strain nml remove the 
fat. Pound the chicken, ham or tongue 
to a smooth paste. An old-fashioned 
mortar and pestle Is used for tills, or 
It may be ground through the meat 
chopper until line. Then pound, add 
a little of the broth to thicken; sea¬ 
son with cayenne, nutmeg and a tn- 
blespoonful of butter. Put Into small 
Jars and press down tightly, cover with 
a cloth, nnd cover the cloth with n 
paste made of flour nnd water, nnd 
bake In a modernte oven one-linlf hour, 
the Jnrs standing In water. Tuke out, 
remove the cover nnd pour melted blit¬ 
ter over the meat. Tie with a paper

A Most Excellent Helper on Wash Day. 


(Prepared hy the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

For several yonrs TTnclo Sam, 
tlirough the stnto relntlons service of 
the United States department of ag¬ 
riculture. has been sending home-dem¬ 
onstration agents Into the highways 
and byways to help housewives with 
their problems. Approximately f,700 
of those* trained workers are In city 
or country, and the help they have 
been able to give Is represented hy a 
long list of activities varied to suit 
tiie section in which the agent works. 

Some of their work, such as helping 
A’otnen retrlra hats, may seem petty, 
hut In the aggregate, the good from 
the work of the home-demonstration 
agents Is believed to he tremendous. 

Work of Many Kinds. 

In addition to the universal prob¬ 
lems of feeding the family, baking 
prize-winning bread, ennning vege¬ 
tables, coaxing liens to lay, trimming 
huts, making tireless cookers, and 
bathing the baby properly, there has 
1 been the work growing out of wnr con¬ 
ditions—the use of substituted for 
wheat, meat, fats, and sugar, how to 
save fuel, learning to make and use 
cottnge cheese, Americanization, thrift, 
and loan campaigns, salvage of cloth¬ 
ing, Relglan relief, and n host of 
other activities. 

Guided hy the home demonstration 
agents, many women have learned to 
enn and store all kinds of food; to 
prepare well-balanced one-dish meals 
that save time and strength; and to 
rearrange their kitchens and ndd ln- 
bor-suvlng machines; to estnbllsh com¬ 
munity laundries, canneries, drying 
plants, and storage houses. In one 
county where there was no man coun¬ 
ty agent, the home demonstration 
agent planned and conducted a seed 
corn campaign, took the labor census, 
kept the records of the thrasher rings, 
and published a Farm Bureau News. 

Werk In the West. 

The home demonstration agent In n 
western state showed furmers how to 


rnblllty. We made n sample hat on 
which they learned some of the stitches 
and the problems of hat muklng. 
They worked very Industriously on 
this, for we had ngreed we would 
not use new material until they had 
learned how to usd, the old. In tho 
menntimo we sent to Los Angeles for 
n consignment of millinery supplies 
on approval. These we got at cost, 
thus providing the material for becom¬ 
ing, suitable and durable hats at small 
expense. 

“There were Incidents both amusing 
and pathetic. One woman, the moth¬ 
er of live children, said she had not 
had any dressup clothes for years, and 
that she thought It wasn’t worth while 
for her to have a hat herself, so she’d 
just make some hats for the two little 
girls. 

What a Hat Did. 

“I said: ‘Mother should he especially 
well dressed. I’ll make your hat.’ I 
made the best-looking lmt I could. 
When It was finished I sent for her 
to come to see If It fitted. She was 
delighted with it, but she said: ‘It will 
make me look too young.’ I straight¬ 
ened her collar, rearranged her hair, 
und set the hat nhove It, and she did 
look ten yenrs younger. Then she 
was afraid her husband would not like 
the hat. But a short time after she 
left the husband telephoned and said 
he had lost his former wife and a 
very good-looking young woman had 
come Into his home and wanted to 
stay. He said ‘I’d like to let the old 
one go and keep the new one.’ 

“The next week the club women 
said; ‘Now, we have some good-look¬ 
ing hats and dresses, we want to learn 
your way of cooking.’ 

“The study of foods led the mothers 
to confer with the school teacher and 
later to assist In making plans for a 
hot dish for the school lunch. The 
help given during the ‘flu’ epidemic 
brought courses In Invalid cookery 
and home nursing. Then, because one 
woman cannot do everything for a 
whole county, and because the work 
develops the neighborly spirit, n school 
of Instructions wns organized to train 
volunteer workers from the commu¬ 
nity eager to help In other parts of the 
country."

At South Weymouth

\V\ L, Roberts, aged 30 years, of j 
Quincy, assistant to General Manager 
Wakentnn at flip Fore River plant, 
was almost- instantly killed at South 
Weymouth Sunday night when. the 
runabout car in which he was riding 
with F. P. Goddard of the Victory 
plant was overturned. 

Mr. Roberts and Mr. Goddard hnd 
been to Newport, R. 1. for the day 
and were on their way home at the 
time of the accident. According to 
Mr. Goddard they were coming along 
Main street toward Quincy, when 
they suddenly came upon a part of ■ 
the street, near Its lunation with 1 
Derby street, that hnd been closed 
for repairs. They was an obstruction 
across tlio street, and a detour sign, | 
but according to Mr. Goddard no 
lanterns were seen. It was about 
10.30 p. M. 

Mr. Roberts did not see that the ■ 
street was closed until lie was al¬ 
most onto the obstruction. He then ' 
turned sharply to the right and the 
momentum overturned the car. Doth 
Mr. Roberts and Mr. Goddard were 
buried under it. Although stunned j 
for a minute, Mr. Goddard quickly j 
recovered and shouted to Roberts to j 
ask if he was nil right. 

Receiving no reply lie managed to 
crawl from beneatli the car, and j 
tried to lift it from the body of 
Mr. Roberts. He was unable to 
mov e the auto however until some 
neighbors who had been attracted 
by the crash came to his assistance. 
The car was then lifted and Mr. God¬ 
dard was able to get th e body of 
Mr, Roberts who was unconscious 
from beneath the car onto the grass. 

Shortly afterward members of the 
South Weymouth Fire Department 
who had been notified by telephone, 
arrived, and with them came Dr. 
Carl Granger. Dr. Granger took the 
unconscious man in his car and 
started toward the Quincy hospital 
but Mr. Roberts died before reaching 
Quincy. 

Later it was discovered that he 
had received a fracture of the ribs 
on his right side and that his 
heart and right lungs had been af¬ 
fected. Mr. Goddard, although badly 
shaken up was not seriously injured. 

The death of Mr. Roberts is deeply 
motlrned by a large circle of friends | 
in Quincy with, whom he was very 
popular. He. made his home for 
several years with Mr. and Mrs. 
Perry Lawton, but recently has been I 
making his home with Dr. and Mrs, | 
Samuel W. Ellsworth. 

Mr. Roberts was born in Savannah, j 
Ga. He was graduated from the j 
Naval Academy a tAnnapolis. After! 
graduating lie . took a course in; 
Naval Architecture at the Massaclius-1 
etts Institute of Technology. He 1 
was associated wit it Mr. Wakeman 
before he came to Quincy. In 1914 
he came back to Quincy and since 
that time lias been" assistant to Mr. 
Wakeman. 

He was member of the Neigh¬ 
borhood club, and was quite promin¬ 
ent in its affairs last winter.

I ntil tlie year 17G0 the highways 
were repaired by the labor of the 
people of tlie town, who, for this 
purpose, appear to have been equal¬ 
ly assessed.. As, however, the dis¬ 
parity in wealth became greater 
and their burden heavier, the sys¬ 
tem was changed, and in 1700 ever' 
person a poll-tax was called on for 
a day’s labor, which was assessed 
at 2s. Id. (.15 cents), and those 
who also paid property taxes were 
further called on for as many ad¬ 
ditional day’s labor as 2s. Id. were 
contained in the amount of the 
property tax. 

The sparely settled character of 
tlie town obviated all necessity of 
a lire department, tlioug an entry 
in t lie records as etirly as 1651 
gives a curious glimpse into the 
habits and dangers of a community 
before the blessed invention of luc- 
ifer matches. An order was then 
made by the Selectmen, in consid¬ 
eration of “the grent loss and 
damage that many and many n 
time doth fall out in this Towne 
by lire,” and because “no ecort 
lias been made to restravne the 
carriage aboard of fiery sticks 

. . in mens hands, which 

is exceeding dangerous especially 
when the wind is high,”—in view 
of these facts the town fathers, 
under a penalty of twenty shillings 
for each offence, proceeded to for¬ 
bid any one between March and 
November from transporting "any 
fire front one place to another than 
in a pot or other vessell fit for 
such a purpose and close covered.” 

Until the present century, how¬ 
ever, this ordinance seems to have 
been reguarded as sufficient protec¬ 
tion against the dangers of con¬ 
flagration, thus cutting off that 
heavy item of modern town expen¬ 
ses; while, so far as salaries were 
concerned, volumes are contained 
in the following clause with which 
the vote of 1651, defining the duties 
and powers of the Selectmen, 
closed;—“Sixthljy — Wee willingly 
grant they shall have their Dynners 
upo nthe Towne’s charge when they 
meet abo^t the Towne affayres.” 

The town government of those 
days was, indeed, the simplest giv- 
ernmeat conceivable. There was 
the clergyman, for parish and town 
were one, the school-master, the 
selectmen, the deputy, the consta¬ 
ble and the pound keeper. In the 
earliest days it was even simpler 
yet than tills, for frequent meet¬ 
ings of the whole town were called, 
lint eYen then it was speedily found 
tiiat Oils led to abuses, and, in 
1651, a system of two regular town 
meetings in each year was adopted. I 
and tlie powers of tHe selectmen i 
were specifically defined. 

Tlie continuous records of these; 
meetings through more than a cen¬ 
tury, at once reveals the slow, un- j 
conoious growth of a great political I 
system, and supplies tlie amplest 
evidence of tlie sameness of a col-! 
nnial viliijige life. 

To tlie student in the science of 
government these voluntas of the 
Weymouth town records are replete 

with interest. In them tlie growth j 

of a system from tlie root up may 
he studied. As an observing man 
| turns iver te ill-spelt, almost illegi¬ 
ble pages, they grow luminous in 
their hearing on many of tlie most 
distressing problems of tlie age. 
As Gibbon, from an experience 
among the yoeman militia of Eng¬ 
land, derived a certain comprehen- 
jsion of the legionaries of Home,—

One great barrier to home building 
already referred to in these columns, 
is the prevailing high interest rate 
confronting the average man who 
seeks funds with which to finance 
his building operation. Investigation 
shows that money is neither plentiful 
nor cheap, for this kind of nil in¬ 
vestment. Why? 

There are several answers to this 
pertinent question. In New York 
the housing commission fund that 
great monied institutions like trust 
companies, banks and insurance com¬ 
panies were investing their surplus 
funds in railway and kindred bonds, 
where the prevailing income will 
scarcely average much over four 
per cent., while gilt edge first mort¬ 
gage real estate investments at six 
per cent, go a begging. 

This situation, no doubt typical of 
all other localities, describes both 
the disease and the remedy. Largely 
it must be conceded, funds of in¬ 
surance companies and savings banks 
belong to th e people. New York state 
took this view of the matter when 
at the close of its infamous insur¬ 
ance expose, thirteen years ago, in¬ 
surance companies of that state were 
ordered to divest themselves of rail¬ 
way and bank securities. Like other 
well meaning laws, execution hus 
been tardy, but now there is to be 
legislation with a big stick. 

What is true of New York will 
apply equally as well to Massachu¬ 
setts. Funds which should be avail¬ 
able here for building development 
at prevailing bond rates of four 
per cent., are not in the market 
except at a rate which to the aver¬ 
age home builder appears excessive. 
Real estate, acknowledged to be the 
best and safest investment in the 
world, merits no discrimination of 
this kind, and Massachusetts, like 
New York, might profit by legislation 
securing to the people legitimate use 
of their own money for home de¬ 
velopment.
